tho.. west , and particularly In Nebraska , to
which I would like to call your attention and

1 contend generally that the gnmo ot foot-

ball , from the standpoint of tho'Bpcctator , Is .

deteriorating Instead ot ndvnnclng In this I

section of the country. Thougti. It Is ..prob ¬

ably ttuo that twice as many people tnks an
Interest In foot ball In Omaha ns there did
five years ngo yet the Interest of those peo-

ple
¬

Is not ns great as It used to be , and In
ray Judgment with good reason. All or
nearly all ot the games that wo have had the
opportunity of witnessing hero hnvo bsen
greatly marred either by fault In the hand-
ling

¬

ot the crowd or by the Inefficiency ot
the officials , or perhaps rather by the mis-

taken
¬

idea that generally prevails In regard
to the duties ot officials. I hold that the
average game that wo have In Omaha Is ot
small interest compared with what It could
bo under better conditions.

The management of n foot ball game that
allows the crowd to come upon the field or
any part of It U just as much at faujt , or
ought to be so considered , as the manager
of n theater who allows the spcclatcrs td
come upon the stage or go behind the eccnci.
With a crowd'on tno field n foot ball game
degenerates Into a pushing match.

{ Competent nud at the same time rcspcc'ed-
ofllclals must be chosen. I have seen con-
teats that bid fair to be magnificent and
thrilling rendered tame and even disgusting
solely by the fault of the ofllclals. It IB

probably true also that games are won and
lost because of the Inefficiency of the offi-

cials
¬

, aud where the ofllclals arc not re-

spected
¬

these charges are always made
whether they are true or not , to the detrl-
mont ot the game of foot ball.

I

I Most Important of all , the game lasses Its
interest because at n time of cspoclnl Inter-
est

¬

some player 1s hurt or pretends to bo-

hurt ( most often the latter ) and the game
' stops , or else the crowd grows so cnthusllsttc
that the team cannot hear the signals be-

cause
¬

of their cheering , nnd some member
of the team Is compelled to go along the line
and hush the very cheers that he needs so
much , nnd nt the same time to give much-
needed lime to the other sldo to recuperate
Its strength nnd recover from the dismay
which has overwhelmed them. I contend
that no team Is first-class which does not
have sign signals or some- means of keeping
up Its play lit the face of the greatest pos-

sible
¬

demonstrations on the part of the
spectators. The game ot foot ball requires ,

If It Is to keep Its old-tlmo popularity , that
the officials shall pay no attention whatever
to every trilling Injury , because I know from
experience that most all ot them are pre ¬

tended. The officials arc the sole Judges of
the game ; there Is no appeal from their de-

cision
¬

and It Is 'my opinion that they should
use drastic measures in this stress to do

| away with this "playing for wind. " I think
It would bo much preferable to have a few
plays made with ono man out of his place
than to have this everlasting lying down ,

which Is only an inducement for inert to pay-
ne attention to their training.-

have seen many a play allowed where
men were not in their places and I have
seen play so fast and spirited that the cap-
tain

-
would not know that a man was hurt

, until after three plays were made. The
game of foot ball Is a game of endurance

I as well as ot skill and strength and the
magnificent rally -which turns the scale of
victory at the last moment Is the crowning
glory of nil athletic sports.

The spectators -want to see fast play ,
good generalship , plenty of running and
dodging In the open field. These features
will not prevail tinlssi the offlebla refrain
from the continual calling of time to allow
some player who has not trained faith-
fully

¬

to regain his wind and strength.-

firmly believe that the game of foot-
ball has moro of action and of passion , more
that moves , enthuses and thrills the spec ¬

tater than any other out-of-door sport and
I hope that the sporting fraternity will do
all that it can to mitigate the evils that I
have mentioned. It Is unfortunate that wo
have not In Omaha more ofllclals like Lieu-
tenant

¬

Billy Wright nnd Charlie Wilson ,

who always saw to it that their games wore
not fiascos. In order to correct the evil
which prevails now I would suggest that
before the game the ofllclals have a clear
understanding with the captains of the con-
tending

¬

teams to the effect that no child's
play shall be allowed and that either team
shall be permitted to play tall until the
whistle blows , and that If a man leaves
his position ho must toke his chances.
Drastic measures for a little time would
probably make little change In an Individual
name and would do Jots for foot ball.-
